Notwith- 
standing the reduction in the price of eggs, 
vnd the almost unlimited supp]> of them 
in all countries that have developed thuir 
agricultural resources, it is a fact that the" 
trade In eggfe, tholr exportation fiom one 
eountry to another, has become a large 
item of international commerce, us some 
rcceut figures show. Iho CUKO of Don- 
mark is in point. Dtunmiik's trade in 
eggs with foreign countries, chielly with 
England and Scotland, has gio\\n enur 
niously 
Twenty years ago the annual 


Banish export of eggs was (Wu.OOO; now 
it is reckoned at 110,000.000. Iu the same 
period the importation of eggs irto Eng- 
land has increased ttufold, but o ilr a part 
of thcvvholenumbercomeslromIxomark, 
the two other egg exporting countries 
fiom -which England draws its supplies 
being Holland and Franco. France ex- 
ports to other countries! 000,000,000 eggs 
in a year and Italy exports 500,000,000

Luminous FhotoKTaphi. 


Several ways have been discovered for 


making luminous photographs. Luminous 
paint is spread on a sheet of cardboard, 
which is exposed to light under a glass 
positive. When tho cardboard is taken to 
a dark room, a brilliant phosphorescent 
image is seen. The effect can bo produced 
by arranging glass tubes containing a 
phosphorescent substance behind a thin 
glass positive. 
Tho luminosity of the 


tubes will shine through the positive on 
exposure to light. When viewed in tho 
dark, a glowing image results. Again, 
spread a thin coating of starch paste even- 
ly1 over a sheet of cardboard; dust over it 
an even layer of powdered calcium or bu- 
ruim sudphlelo, rubbing with a hrut>h to 
make it adhere to every part. Then satu- 
rate a print with a mixture of castor oil 
and turpentine, taking off tho excess with 
a clean rag. 
Paflte the print upon tho 


cardboard and dry before the-fire. 
This 


will toe luminous in the dark after having 
•' been well exposed to tho light.

CHIVALRY OF SAVAGE?. 


Zealand 
Aborigine* 


Their UMcmie* Witk Food, 


We are accustomed to sneak of tho hu- 


mane 'uud Chivalrous manner in which 
modern lighting is carried on and to coa- 
guttulute ourselves upon the advance 
which has been made in this respect. 


But is this advance as great aud as 


real as wu imagine? For example, how 
do our present day customs of war corn- 
pan; with the old time fighting methods 
of the Maoris, the natives of New Zea- 
land? It will surprise a good muuy peo- 
ple to llear that when a baud of Maori 
warriors was going to tight the warriors 
of another tribe it was not unusual for 
the numbers it was proposed to place in 
the field to be communicated to the ene- 
my. 
Moreover, cue side often provided 


the other with arms and provisions, so 
that the enemy might not be placed at 
too great a disadvantage. 


Here are a few stories which illustrate 


the generosity which the Maoris of for- 
mer days displayed toward their enemies. 
A chief was asked why, when on a cer- 
tain occasion he had command of tho 
road, be did not attack the ammunition 
and provision trains of the English. The 
Maori, utterly astonished at such a. ques- 
tion. exclaimed, "Why, you fool, if we 
had stolen their powder and food, bow 
could they have fought?" 


Another chief, who considered that he 


had been insulted by the chief of a neigh- 
boring tribe, said that the other chief, 
had he not bceu much the stronger of the 
two in arms and ammunition, would not 
have dared to act in so insulting a man- 
ner. This speech came to the ears of the 
neighboring chief, who thereupon divided 
his arms and ammunition into two equal 
partu and sent one half, along with au 
invitation to fight, to chief No. 1. 


On another occasion a chief who was 


fighting against us aud who \\u.s short 
of guns aud, powder sent this message 
to the governor: "My custom with re 
gnrd to my enemy is if he has not a 
weapon I give him one, that he may 
fight on equal terms. Now. oh. governor, 
aie you not ashamed of my defenseless 
bonds?" 


A clergyman who lived for a long time 


in New Zealand relates how in one of 
the intertribal wars the besieged sent 
word to tbi' enemy that they were short 
of provisions, and the besiegers at once 
handed over a supply of food.' 


But we need not go all the way to New 


Zealand for an example of supplying am- 
munition to an enemy, for. if the story 
be true, it would appear that something 
of this soil once occurred in the lOuglish 
channel, when a Biitish admiral was try- 
ing conclusions with a Dutch admiral. — 
London Mail.

A Mystery of Lou* Standing That 


Wa» Finally Clearctl Up by a Death, 
bed Confeunlon—Au luKenion* and 
Effective Kurdcr Trap. 
Due of my best friends and one of the 


leading professional men in Maine guve 
me the story of an old time Maine trage- 
dy. Hitherto it has existed as one of the 
unwritten tales of Maine pioneer days 
and has been handed down from genera- 
tion to generation. My friend relates the 
tale as follows; 


My maternal grandmother, who died 


years ago, was a little more than SJO 
years of age at tho time of her death.

But at that time 
settlers in that section were few aud far 
between. 


The country was almost an unbroken 


wilderness. Boars and wolves were fre- 
quent visitors to the clearings, and the 
scream of the panther was not infre- 
quently heard. There were no roads ex- 
cept the rough ways cut through the for- 
est £rom one little settlement to another. 


In my boyhood days I frequently visit- 


ed my grandmother's home, and occasion- 
ally when her work was finished the good 
old dame would seat herself by the bij; 
open (ire and relate to me incidents which 
took place in her girlhood days iu and 
around her wilderness home. 


She told me how more- than once during 


cold 
winter 
nights 
bowling, 
hung:y 


wolves had hung aiouud her futhui's Ijg 
cabin until the coming of the morning 
light; how the bears frequently feasted 
on the sheep and how on one occasion her 
father was chased by a big gray panther 
and narrovUy escaped with his life. 


To these stirring tales I always listen- 


ed with rapt attention, but there was one 
story which she told me that deeply eii- 
prafted itself in my incmuiy. and that is 
the story which I am about to icht'e. 
1 have always believed it to be true, for 
my grandmother was one of those iaie 
persons who consider "lying lips* 
an 


abomination unto the Lord." 


Some two or thiee miles from my 


grandmother's girlhood homo there was 
a settler whom I will call Blown, al- 
though that was not his true name. 
Brown's tatnily consisted of himself, his 
wife, who vvas a widow when he mariied 
her, and her daughter, lilleu, a child of 
13. 
Unlike most wilderness children, 


Ellen Wtth far from being robust. 
She 


was smuli for her age, weak and sickly 
and perhaps did not possess the best dis- 
position in the world. 
She was no la- 


vorite with her stepfather, aud Ire lie-

The Canadian river, which ,,is one of 


the worst quick^nud streams iu the south- 
west, is for that reason one of the great- 
est sources of loss and annojauco to the 
cowmen who have cattle anywhere along 
the 400 and odd miles of its course. Thou- 
sands of cattle are lost in its "bogs" ev- 
ery year, and thousands of dollars arc 
spent in trying to keep the losses down 
to as fevv head as possible, and besides 
annoying the cowmen it is a source of 
danger and expense to the railroad com- 
panies that have bridges crossing its 
treacherous bed. It is the bugbear and 
horror, too, of every newcomer who has 
to cross it ou horseback or in a wagon, 
and at certain seasons even the men who 
know it thoroughly fear to attempt cross- 
ing at the safest fords. Many a brave 
fellow has won hiiriself the respect of all 
the country for swimming it when there 
was need, and again many a brave fellow 
has been lost in it; drowned in the water 
and swallowed by tne sands. 


Occasionally it is necessary to get 


across with a wagon when the flood is 
tunning, as where a trail outfit have cat- 
tle to deliver and cannot wait for the wa- 
ter to run down.

The '-Canicular days" so called in 


reference to the rising in ancient times 
of the dog star (Sinus) with the sun 
have been variously placed by almanac 
makers between the early part of July 
and the early part of September. 


The ancients regarded the conjunc- 


tion of the rising of tho dog star with 
tho rising of the sun as one of the causes 
of the sultry heat of retainer and the 
prevalent maladies. 


In New England there is a popular 


belief that to go in swimming, in fresh 
water, during dog days is attended with 
great peril. 


Tho ii'.isor f r the variation by as- 


tron<>mfiH is > aused by tbe fact that 
the coujauction does not occur at the 
same time in all latitudes and is not 
constant in the same region for a long 
period. In an ancient calendar the be- 
ginning of dog days is placed on July 
14. In Queen Elizabeth's time they 
were said to begin on July C, and end oc 
September - 
r>. 


From the Restoration,1GGO. to tho be 


ginning of New Stylo, 1752, the British 
ilmanac included tho period hotwrvn 
July 19 and August 28. After 1572 the 
begianing was put on July 30 and the 
end on September 7.
